Carnegie Foundation Scores Those of 
Chicago. 


New York, Ju n e I V 
“T h e city of 
Chicago is in respett to medical edu­ 
cation the plague spot of the country.” 
In this statement the Carnegie founda­ 
tion 
summarizes 
its 
judgment 
of 
medical colleges. 
T h e low estimate 
and scathing criticism, not only on 
the school in Chicago, but upon the 
Illinois state board of health, appear 
in the report of the foundation issued 
here: 
"With the indubitable connivance of 
the state board,’’ the report says, “the 
provisions of a fairly adequate state 
law regarding medical education have 
long been flagrantly violated.” 
Ten of the undergraduate medical 
schools in Chicago, according to the 
report, exist and prepare candidates 
for the Illinois state board exam ina­ 
tions in unmistakable contravention of 
the law and the state board rules. 
"If the state board should— as in 
duty 
bound— publicly 
brand 
these 
schools as ‘not in good standing' by 
reason of their failure to require a 
suitable preliminary education of their 
students, their graduates would he im­ 
mediately excluded from practice in 
Illinois; 
adjoining states would rap­ 
idly follow suit, with the result that 
the* schools would 
shortly be ex te r­ 
minated.”
